June 21, 1876 
The Presidents

6. John Q. Adams, 
Whig; inaugurated 1825; 
lived 23 years; age 71. 

7. Andrew Jackson, 
Democrat; inaugurated 1829; 
lived 16 years; age 78. 

8. Martin Van Buren, 
Democrat; inaugurated 1837; 
lived 25 years; age 80. 

9. William Henry Harri¬ 
son, Whig; inaugurated 1841; 
lived 1 month; age 68. 

10. John Tyler, V.P., In¬ 


dependent; inaugurated 1841; 
lived 11 years; age 54. 

11. James K. Polk, Demo¬ 
crat; inaugurated 1845; lived 
4 years; age 54. 

12. Zachary Taylor, 
Whig; inaugurated 1849; 
lived 16 months; age 68. 

13. Millard Fillmore, 
V.P., Independent; inaugurat¬ 
ed 1850; lived 24 years; age 
74. 

14. Franklin Pierce, 
Democrat; inaugurated 1853; 
lived 16 years; age 65. 

15. James Buchanan, 
Democrat; inaugurated 1857; 
lived 11 years; age 77. 

16. Abraham Lincoln, 
Republican; inaugurated 
1861; lived 4 years and 1 !4 
months; age 56. 

17. Andrew Johnson, 
V.P., Independent; inaugurat¬ 
ed 1865; lived 10 years; age 
67. 

18. General Grant, Re¬ 
publican; inaugurated 1869; 
(Editor’s Note: lived 16 years; 
age 63.) 

Tyler and Fillmore were 
elected Vice Presidents as 
Whigs, and Johnson as a Re¬ 
publican. They became Inde¬ 
pendent after their inaugura¬ 
tion as President. 

(Editor’s Note: John Ad¬ 
ams and Thomas Jefferson 
both died on July 4, 1826.)

Blue Mold Found in the Area

Blue Mold was con¬ 
firmed on burley tobacco 
samples from Lewis and 
Mason counties on Aug. 18, 
2014. Samples included 
multiple leaves with both 
older (at least 10-day-old) 
lesions and new lesions with 
active sporulation. Recent 
and forecast weather condi¬ 
tions and circulation patterns 
suggest that un-topped or re¬ 
cently topped tobacco crops 
in the area East of 1-75 and 
North of 1-64 are at signifi¬ 
cant risk for development of 
the disease. Un-topped or 
recently topped crops out¬ 
side this area are at some 
risk for disease development 
(We have an unconfirmed re¬ 
port of Blue Mold in Jackson 
County so the warned area 
may expand). Crops that 
have been topped at least 
7 to 10 days are at reduced 
risk for disease development. 
Note that given the suspected 
age of the lesions, the disease 
has been active for a while so 
we may see lesion develop¬ 
ment on recently topped to¬ 
bacco that was infected prior 
to topping. 

Treatment Options: 

Apply Revus at 8 oz/A 
in enough water to achieve 
thorough leaf coverage. 
Drop nozzles are highly rec¬ 
ommended to provide cover¬ 
age to lower leaves. Appli¬ 
cations may be made 7 to 10 
days apart. Make no more 


than 2 consecutive applica¬ 
tions of Revus before switch¬ 
ing to another fungicide with 
a different mode of activity. 
The pre-harvest interval for 
Revus is 7 days. For tobacco 
at topping or beyond, a sin¬ 
gle application of 8 oz/A will 
likely be sufficient. If con¬ 
ditions remain conducive for 
disease development young¬ 
er crops may require two ap¬ 
plications. 

For crops that have 
not been previously 
treated with Quadris: 

Quadris may be ap¬ 
plied at 6 to 12 oz per acre 
in enough water to achieve 
thorough leaf coverage. For 
crops without active disease 
8 oz per acre should be rec¬ 
ommended. Where the dis¬ 
ease is already appearing 10 
to 12 oz per acre should be 
recommended. Drop noz¬ 
zles are highly recommend¬ 
ed to provide coverage to 
lower leaves. Do not make 
consecutive applications of 
Quadris. The pre-harvest in¬ 
terval for Quadris is 0 days, 
but it should be applied well 
before harvest to be effective 
in controlling the disease. 
For tobacco at topping or be¬ 
yond, a single application of 
will likely be sufficient. 

If you suspect Blue 
Mold in your tobacco, please 
contact the Bracken County 
Extension office to verify the 
disease. If you need more 
information on the control 
or treatment for Blue Mold, 
you can call our office at 
735-2141.

Howdy Folks! Fabor 
Day Weekend is upon us and 
that means the Recycling 
Center will be closed this 
Monday, September 1 
and it also means that the 
Recycling Trailers will not 
be emptied or rotated until 
Tuesday. The first Monday 
in September was set aside 
in 1894 to honor American 
workers for the social and 
economic contributions 
they made to create a better 
workplace for thousands 
upon thousands of workers. 
Through their combined 
efforts, safety regulations 
were established, the eight 
hour workday as well as the 
appropriate age for workers, 
eliminating young children 
from the workforce. It is 
because of the efforts of these 
workers more than a century 
ago, that most Americans get 
the upcoming Monday off 
from work. As with many 
of our holidays, Fabor Day 
has changed and evolved 
over the years to become a 
very profitable adventure for 
those in the retail industry. 
Retailers now attribute sales 
on this holiday weekend 
second only to Black Friday! 
More Americans work in 
the retail industry than any 
other with retail employment 
making up 24% of all jobs in 
the United States! So what 
started as a day to celebrate 
workers and give them a day 
off has now become a day to 
not only work normal hours 
but overtime hours as well! 
If you are one of the fortunate 
workers to have Monday off, 
we urge you to enjoy it! 

Recently we have had 
a few complaints regarding 
blowing trash from garbage 
cans without properly fitting 
lids. This can be considered 
a littering violation or it can 
also be considered a violation 
of Bracken County’s 
Solid Waste Management 
Ordinance No. 87-002 
which became effective on 
November 23, 1987. Section 
One of this Ordinance deals 
with all the definitions used 
in the ordinance, and Section 
Two explains Solid Waste 


Storage from Section 2.1 
through Section 2.7. Because 
space does not allow for the 
complete wording of this 
document, we will give 
you a condensed version, 
but if you need an unedited 
version, please let us know. 
Some of the items included 
require owners to provide 
sufficient and adequate 
containers for the storage of 
household solid waste and 
to maintain such solid waste 
containers at all times in 
good repair. So if your trash 
can has lost its lid and your 
trash is blowing around the 
neighborhood, you are in 
violation of Section 2.1 of 
Ordnance No. 87-002! 

Other sections state that 
not only the containers, but 
the area surrounding them 
shall be kept in a clean, neat 
and sanitary condition at all 
times and stored in such a 
manner that will not provide 
harborage to rodents and 
vermin and will not create 
a fire hazard. Maximum 
capacity shall not exceed 35 
gallons with the containers 
being leak proof, waterproof 
and fitted with a fly-tight lid, 
and shall be properly covered 
at all times except when 
depositing waste therein 
or removing the contents 
thereof. When filled, trash 
cans should not weigh more 
than 75 pounds. This 7-page 
document has a lot more 
information but we just 
tried to give the highlights 
and to introduce you to this 
ordinance. 

It seems like today’s 
world is filled with rules and 
regulations, but when folks 
don’t use commonsense, 
laws must be enacted to force 
these individuals into doing 
the right thing. Most citizens 
are conscientious and want 
to live in an environment 
that is free of trash and these 
ordinances help ensure just 
that! Keeping Bracken clean 
in 2014 can also be attained 
by RECYCFING, REUSING 
and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green and 
beautiful! Be seein you - Bin 
& Bug.

I have been practicing law in the North 
Eastern Kentucky area, primarily in Brack¬ 
en, Fleming and Mason Counties, for 22 
years, and would like to take a moment to 
explain to you why I have the right experi¬ 
ence, and am the best choice to be your next 
District Court Judge. 

During the course of my practice, I have 
been involved in hundreds of District Court 
cases, working with people involved in all 
aspects of those cases. I’ve worked closely 
with victims and perpetrators, social work¬ 
ers, CASA volunteers, law enforcement, 
medical and school professionals. I have ac¬ 
cumulated a vast body of knowledge about 
the personal, social, and other factors that 
cause people to behave in ways that bring 
individuals, and sometimes their families, 
before the Court. 

Among other things, I’ve learned that it 
is not enough simply to jail the offenders, 

or take children away from their parents sending them to other relatives or to foster homes. 

We need not only to address the “symptoms” that appear in the 
courtrooms, but also the underlying causes that lead people to crime, violence, or addic¬ 
tions. This can be accomplished through court-ordered assessments and treatment, and most 
importantly through continued monitoring and follow-up by the Court or community-ori¬ 
ented organizations that can appropriately assist with these functions. (CASA is one such 
organization that provides invaluable service to the courts, at no cost to tax-payers.) As 
your District Court Judge, I plan not only to punish criminal behavior, but also to help the 
criminals become more accountable and responsible to our community and society; to help 
addicts get treatment; to protect victims of domestic violence, neglect, and abuse; and to do 
everything possible to return function to failing homes. I believe it to be our duty to reclaim 
the futures of those who may otherwise fall through the cracks and become lost. 

The Judge’s job does not end when the last docket item is completed. As a community 
leader, I feel it important that the District Court Judge should remain active in community 
organizations and events, and take affirmative action to assist those organizations in focus¬ 
ing and coordinating their efforts in order to provide services to people with issues like 
substance abuse, domestic violence, inappropriate parenting. I have always been involved 
in community service, and will continue to do so. This applies to every day of every year.... 
not just active in a political campaign. 

The values and convictions I was taught growing up, along with my faith, have guided 
my work as attorney, counselor, and advocate for parties of every kind in District Court 
cases, including victims, criminals, abusers, neglected and abused children, the mentally 
infirm, and families of the deceased. Such diverse experience has taught me to understand 
cases that arise in District Court from every angle. I plan to bring those same values and 
convictions, along with my diverse experience, to the District Court Bench when entrusted 
with the responsibilities of District Court Judge. 

The Court must be fair and impartial to all who appear before it; and must be tough on 
crime while always treating every individual with the respect and dignity that they deserve. 
The Judge serving the community should be chosen by the community, not someone in 
Frankfort. I am confident that I can ensure the justice our community demands and de¬ 
serves, and pledge to go the extra mile by doing everything in my power to hold wrong¬ 
doers accountable not only for their actions, but to make the wrong-doers truly wish to 
improve their ways. Our community needs positive change in order to preserve the serenity, 
peace, and way of life that we all enjoy, but 1 cannot accomplish this without your help....

The Kentucky Country 
Ham Breakfast and Auc¬ 
tion kicked off its 51st an¬ 
niversary with a full house 
of elected officials and in¬ 
vited guests at the Kentucky 
State Fair. Sponsored by 
Kentucky Farm Bureau, the 
breakfast and auction is one 
of the signature events of the 
Kentucky State Fair and cel¬ 
ebrates a proud tradition of 
showcasing superior-quality 
country hams. 

The blue-ribbon winning 
ham was raised by Broadbent 
B&B Foods and weighed in 
at 15.89 pounds.
